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I. Summary: 

This legislation re-creates the Fuel Tax Collection Trust Fund without modification, effective 
upon becoming a law. The Fuel Tax Collection Trust Fund, FLAIR #76-2-319, is administered 
by the Department of Highway Safety and Motor Vehicles.  This fund was re-created by Chapter 
98-237, Laws of Florida. 

II. Present Situation: 

The Fuel Tax Collection Trust Fund was created to provide for a revolving fund for all moneys 
derived from the taxes and fees imposed by chapter 207, F.S.

This bill re-creates the trust fund without modification.
